PITTSBURG AROUSED. 



That Bridge Remonstrance. 



From the dncinnali tiazeUe, IMii. 

On the 16th instant a meotinp of coal 
dealers, steaiuboatiueii, manufacturers aud 
others interested in the unoVistrucled navi- 
piation of the Ohio river, was held at Pitts 
hurj: to prote.«t ajiainst the erection of 
hridges over that stream with a less main 
.span than four hundred feet. The iiid-t- 
inj; was called on account of the fact that 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad contem- 
plates the erection of tao hridjics this 
summer — one at Parkersburg, and the 
other at Bellairc. The meeting was org.nn- 
izod hr appointing Maj or Brush to fill the 
chair. Simpson Horner, Captain .lames 
Blackmore, George Miller, Michael Whit- 
more, Wm. O’Neil. Wm. Clark a-ere ap- 
pointed Vioe-Preaidents and I>. M. Smith, 
Fred. Wilson and the reporters of the 
press, secretaries. We gave the resolu- 
tions adopted in our issue of Saturdaj', re- 
ceived by telegraph. Captain M. W, 
B«-ltr.hoover, chairman of the committee 
ahich had been appointed at a jirevious 
meeting to visit Washington, made the 
folloaing report, ahich a-as adopteil: 

Gextleiikk; Your committee, ap{K)int- 
ed to visit Washington Citj’ for tlie pur- 
|)o8e of getting Congress to pass the bill 
authorizing the Secretary of War to ap- 
|H)int a Hoard of Engineers to survej', e.\- 
ainine and report to the next Congress 
upon the practicabilitj' of alloa-ing only 
three hundred feet span railmad bridges 
to lie built over the chanuel way of the 
Ohio river, aud prohibiting anj* bridges 
being built in the meantime a-ith less than 
four hundred feet span over the channel, 
beg leave to report : 

That immediately upon our arrival we 
went to the Coiigre.ssional committee 
room on roads and canals, in hop<‘s of 
finding them in session. The time for ad- 
journment having Viecn fixed on Saturday, 



we knew that no time was to lie lost in 
procuring legislation. They acre not. 
however, in session. At the door of the 
committee room we mot the paid agmits of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Compa- 
ny waiting our armlil, readj', as usual, to 
use all means in their power to procrasti- 
nate legislation this Mission iiiain the 
bill, ill order that tliej- might pro- 
«*eod in building their tao bridges 
this summer under the existinu law, 

f iasscd in 1H62, allowing bridges to lie 
milt of onlv three hundr^ feet span over 
the chaiinef of the river, and two hundrinl 
feet lK*tweeii the other peers. Through 
the influence of our Representative, (ieii. 
Negley, the chairman of the cominitt»“c, 
caili'd them together on Saturday morn- 
ing. that a-c might lie heard. We pri'sent- 
ed our statement of facts to prove that 
spans of thn“c hundred f«*et in a’idth, no 
matter where thej’ are placed in the river, 
are a dangerous olistructioii to navigation, 
and under no circumstances could our 
loa-s of coal pass through with aiij' degree 
of safety at night. We called the attention 
of the committei* to the saorn statements 
of sixty-one pilots and captains of tow- 
lioats to this fact, and after presenting 
many other incontrovertible proofs in sup- 
port of our side of the question, we urged 
upon them the imixirtance of their imme- 
diate aotion, as Monday would be the last 
day of the season for ofllMriag bills. 

The paid agents of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad Company, who were pres- 
ent during our examination, insisted on 
postponement of action, under the plea of 
bein^ able to offer rebutting testimony, 
but in fact for the purpose of postponing 
action until after the morning hour of 
Monday s session, and although their side 
of the question had been arguH liefore the 
committee ^ the President and Engineer 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany on the Wednesday previous, never- 
theless they granted the postponement 
until Monday, at three o clock r. m., when 
the representatives on lioth sides aiija-ar- 
ed, made statements and presented facts 
lioth pro and con to the committee, after 
hearing a-hich they agreed almost unani- 
mously to report the bill through their 
chairman, Mr. Ingersoll, a'ho made every 
effort to do so on Tuesdaj' morning. It 
being out of the regular order of business, 
it required a two-thirds vote to get it 
before the House. The attempt called 
forth a vote of seventy-five for and fifty-six 
against taking it up. There lieing oiilj- 
three dajs of the session left for pas.sing 
upon the unfinished business, it was im- 
possible, under the circumstances, to have 
taken it up and acted upon. Your com- 
mittee, on learning that postpomMnent had 
been granted bj’ the House committee un- 
til Monday afternoon, consequently fear- 
ing the fatal result that did occur, went 
immediately to Governor Morton, of the 
Senate (who fully appreciates the impor- 
tance of the subject), and requested him 
to bring it before the Senate, which he did. 
He had it reComd to. tlie committee on 
postrToads, asking tbeir'iminediate action. 
The chairman of the committee, Governor 
Ramsey, called them together to hear us 
on Thursday morning. The Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad Company agents, as 
usual, were present, and the same game of 
postponement gone through. Mr. Garrett, 
their president^ telenapbed he could not 
be present until Friday, when both sides 
were again heard pro and con with 
the same result. The bill, favora- 
bly reported, laid on the Speaker's desk 
twenty-four hours before adjourn- 
ment, and of course could not be called up 
for want of time. W. Milner Roberts, 
Esq., engineer-ia-ehief, engaged by the 
Government in making surveys of and re- 
moving obstructions from the Ohio river, 
and perfectly familiar with the present 
necessary economical mode of transport- 
ing coal in large quantities by tow^ats 
and barges down said river, being struck 
with the stupendous absurdity of the Gov- 
ernment's allowing obstructions to be 
placed in the river, of mnch greater mag- 
nitude than any be was authorized to re- 
move, thought it expedient to accompany 
us liefor the committee of the House ot 
Representatives, to whom he gave valuable 
information, presenting maps of the river

where the proposed bridges are to be built 
this summer bj’ the Baltimore aud Ohio 
railroad; also, drawings of towboats with 
their barges, elucidating clearly the fact 
that bridges with their widest span only 
three hundred feet, would be a dangerous 
and serious obstruction to navigation on 
this river, and also that railroad bridges of 
five hundred feet span could be built as 
strong and safe as any of three hundred, 
the question of cost being the onlj- differ- 
ence. 

F'or Mr. Roberts’ earnest and able ef- 
forts in endeavoring to prevent obstruc- 
tions being placed in the river, he has our 
thanks and he no doubt will receive the 
thanks of the millions of people interested 
in the non-obstruction of this great high- 



'I'hls same resolution or bill, asking that 
the Secretary of War should appoint a 
Board of Examiners, with authoritj* to re- 
port to the last Congress as to a three hun- 
dred feet span over the channel of the 
river lieing an obstruction or not, was lie- 
fore the Senate Committee of the Fortieth 
Congress. Those interested in river navi- 
gation and others opposed to the obstruc- 
tion of the river, and those interested in 
the building of railroad bridges over it, 
appeared before said committee and pre- 
sented to them arguments and facts for 
and against It. The result was that the 
bill was reported favorably, and passcilthe 
S<mate. It then went to the House, and 
wa.s referred to the House Committee on 
Roads and Canals, where it died. 

At the last session of the Fortieth Con- 
gn*ss the same routine of evidence was 
gone through with, both sides appearing 
liefore the House committee of roads and 
canals,with the same result. The bill was 
rejiorted upon favorablj' to the House of 
Representatives, and passed on the Mon- 
daj' previous to adjournment; went to the 
Senate, was referred to the committee on 
post routes, and never more heard of that 
session. ^ 

Thus, * by the powerfully concentrated, 
active and overwhelming influences 
brought to liear upon Congress, by the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company, 
just and proper legislation has been pre- 
vented until now, when they are readj- to 
build their bridges under the law of 1H62. 

Your committee feel assured, from in- 
formati<|(i the.v have received from mein- 
liers of (.ingress who have examined this 
subject, that the law of 1H62 has proven to 
l»e a prent mistake, will be repealed, and 
all bridges built under it must be taken 
down. 

With this, our report, we leave the mat- 
ter in the hands of the people for action, 
til use all honorable and proper influences 
in their power to prevent any bridges from 
over being built over this great and impor- 
tant highway of less than four hundred feet

WILSON. 



His Talk with his Colored Breth- 
ren. 



The Washington Chronicle, of the 17th, 
contains a long account of the negroes 
celebrating their anniversary. 

Senator Wilson, of Massachusetts, was 



presented to the assemblage bj' the presi- 
detit, and was greeted with prolonged 
cheering. Mr. Wilson said he had come 
from his place in the Senate to participate 
with them in their seventh anniversity of 
fri^edom. He refern-d to the motto in a 
Jiatiner near by — “Thanks to the Lord,” — 
and said, however grateful thej’ were to 
man and to the Government, they should 
otter up prajers to God for the success 
that caused them so much privilege and 
enjoyment. Thej’ had encountered and 
o^c^caIn•• a severe struggle, and men had 
sustaineil their cause at everj' hazard and 
at everj- sacrifice, and they surely 
had the countenance of the good 
Being in their undertaking. 'Thej- 
should offer up their thanks for what had 
lieen given them. He could heartily re- 
joice with them, especially in relation to 
the emancipation in this District. Fifteen 
years ago. when he look a seat in the Sen- 
ate, the black men were slaves of the citi- 
zens in this District. They had no rights 
that the white men were bound to resjiect, 
and they were subjected to outrages for 
which there w-as no relief. The laws of 
the District of Columbia, he could say, 
were as free and equal as anj in the world, 
and these were won by immense sacrifice 
and glorious achievements, and, by the 
blessing of God, they would maintain 
them at all hazards. He thanked 
God that the obstacle in the White 
House had gone to Tennessee. 
They should not harbor malice, for 
he iK'lievcd that it was the will of 
God that our last President should turn 
against them, and thus test them and fire 
their hearts to more earnest endeavors, or 
thej’ would not have secured emancipation 
so completely. The colored men were not 
onij’ free now, but in lioth the North and 
the South they had the right to vote and to 
be voted for. It was a cause for congrat- 
ulation that President Grant was In the 
White House. Those who contended that 
he would go back on them would now have 
to acknowledge that he was leading them 
straight forward, and would do what was 
right by them. He (the Senator) had just 
voted to send a black man to Uaj’ti, and 
he was confirmed by an almost unanimous 
vote. He had also voted to place a 
black man as postmaster in the proud 
and haughty capital of South Caro- 
lina, and the Senate had sent a 
black man as revenue assessor to the great 
commercial city of New Orleans — the city 
of such men as Benjamin and Slidell; and 
he hud voti-d to confirm an Indian to an 
important position. There should be no 
more distinction, for brave hearts and pure 
souls defend all. A day or two since a 
black man brought to his room an Irish- 
man for the position of magistrate in this 
city. He vouched for him as being a good 
Repuliliean and a good hater of Demo- 
crats, and I signeil his papiTS. The Irish- 
man blessed him, and the black man went 
Hwaj- with his face wreathed in smiles. 
There was nothing, the Senator continued, 
like power in this world. The colored 
people had it now, and they earned it bj’ 
their heroic conduct and their good b^ 
havior. He trusted the black people 
a-ould show by their industrj-, their moral 
culture, and their attention to business 
that thej- are what their white friends took 
them to be, aud God would help them. He 
introduced in the Senate the bill that 
secured to them their freedom in this dis- 
trict. [Applause.] Senators were then 
told that such an act would be the means 
of killing business in the district, and of 
beggaring it. They had shown already 
that such statements were false. Though 
such men lived here with the colored men, 
and thought they knew them, it now turns 
out that the \ ankees knew them better. 
They should trust the Yankees just as far 
as they proved, as they should prove, wor- 
thy, and the same rule should apply to 
Southern men. He believed that the col- 
ored men could now judge who were their 
true friends. [Applause and enthusiastic 
cheering. ]

FROM ABROAD. 

— The St. Louis Democrat of j’csterday 
I'ives the following particular.s of the de- 
struction of the Antelope: 

Mr. George Robinson, of the Antelope, 
arrived here by rail on Saturdaj’ evening. 
He makes the following statement in re- 
gard to the disaster: On the 13th, be- 

tween 1 and 2 o’clock a. m., at Bentley’s 
Wood, about twenty-five miles above 
Yankton, the boat was laid up for the 
night. I suppose every one was in bed, 
except the watchman. Boh Cheatham. 
The fire, it was said, started from the deck 
stove-pipe, on the after boiler deck, aft of 
the ladies cabin. On board there were 
.seventeen deck and seven cabin passen- 
gers. 1 was awakened liy the watch- 
man, 1 think it was, shout- 
ing “fire, fire.” There was immediately 
a great stir. I went forward, down stairs, 
and reached the bank withont trouble. As 
I stepped ashore, the dericks fell, and the 
whole* boat seemed a mass of flame and 
smoke, I was clothed in one shoe, pants 
and vest. The latter article was the first 
thing I snatched, as in the pocket there 
was some forty-five dollars, which 1 saved. 
The bar was owned by Wolff & Hnj'nes, 
who had it insured for one thousand dol- 
lars. The barkeeper could save nothing 
from that institution. Mrs. Brooks, a pn.s- 
senger, got a.shore with two dres.ses and a 
chemise. IShe had been arouseil by Mr. 
Jackson, the clerk. Giroa.v, who was lost, 
was a French Canadian. He was clerk fur 
Burdenu, Indian agent at Whet- 

stone agency. Hia goods were all 
on the steamer North Alabama. 

Mollj’ Hutchinson, the woman lost, was 
the ohamliermaid, colored, and shipped at 
St. Louis. Nob^j’ saw her after the 
alarm. It is supposed she was burnt. 
The clerk, Mr. McPherson, lo.st all he had 
but his coat and pants. The captain’s 
trunk was saved; also that of John Mc- 
Kinney, the pilot. He presented me with 
a hat, mine being gone np. Most every 
one on board lost all their baggage. One 
deek passenger was much affiieteil by the 
loss of all he had. That, he said, con- 
sisted of a large amount of goods in the 
shape of gold watches and jewelry, to the 
amount of three hundred dollars. Dr. 
Page, of Boston, was badly burned. The 
safe and contents were not savixl. It may 
be recovered, though, but whether with 
contents uninjured or not I can’t sa^. 
There was a good deal of coal oil in 
tin cans on the boiler deck. The doctor 
had $<> ,000 worth of drafts in the safe. At 
one time, the clerk shouted that there was 
powder on board, and the people now on 
shore were lively in moving out of the way. 

1 placed a big tree between mj’self and the 
coming explosion, but 1 didn’t hear or see 
it. 1 know that on the boiler deck there 
was a case of shells fur 12-{»onnd howitzers, 
and a lot of ammunition. About this time 
Bently brought an ax and cut the Hue that 
held the boat to the bank, aud she 
swung out prettily. The burning 
mass floated three miles away. Next 
morning, some thirty of us took the 
two yawls and came down to Yank* 
ton. Tom Doyle, the mate, and the watch- 
man, were- left in charge of the wreck. 
The hull kept rising as the fire burned off 
the weight, and it was burned to the wa- 
ter’s edge, when it was drawing only one 
foot of water. Not a pound of freight was 
saved. The astoni.shing rajiidity of th^ 
destruction in the dead of the night put it 
beyond the power of the officers, crew and 
PAfisengers to use any successful efforts for
